The seconder could.also speak

Then the opposition could 
speak, and the vote would be 
taken when both sides had been 
canvassed. 

If there was no indicated op- 
position he would put the motion 
to the vote without discussion, 
Cr. Lee said. 

The new shire president's rul- 
ing made the council get through 
the long agenda in 2% hours, 
much sooner than usual. 

Many items were dealt with 
without the long, involved dis- 
cussion that had been the mark 
of previous council meetings. 

But Cr. Lee was caught by 
his own ruling when he moved 
a series of items transferring 
the shire’s printing contracts 
from the Footscray ‘Mail’ to 
the ‘Altona Star.” : 

The items also dealt with the 
“Star” once again becoming the 
official organ of the shire. 

Cr, Lee, in moving the items as 
Cr. J. J. Gisifer seconded them,

The Public Works Department 

told the council by mail that re- 
garding the proposed purchase 
of land at the corner of Mc- 
Arthurs-rd. and Cooper-ave., Al- 
tona North, for police station 
purposes,’ that the Government of 
Victoria is now prepared to pur- 
chase from the council for -the 
sum of $14,763 the two lots of 
Jand facing McArthurs-rd. ahd 
two lots facing Cooper-ave. (four 
lots in all) on deposit of $1763 
and the balance of $13,000 :pay- 
able in 30 days on.vacant pos- 
session. Regarding Lot 78 of LP 
50,195 in Duke-st., the. Crown 
will transfer such to the. council 
for $4000. : ‘ 
. The shire secretary,’Mr. J. W. 
Waters; recommended that: the 
offer “be accepted without delay 
and that he co-operate with the 
Crown Solicitor in having the 
land transferred to the Crown 
and in accepting other land from 
the Crown. ‘ 


It might now be noted that the 
council is left with one vacant 
block of land in Cooper-ave, 
It is recommended that the staff 
and planning. committee give 
consideration to use of this block 
—there is a thought that it still 
might be required for police sta- 
tion purposes. But in any case, 
all thoughts of a court house in 
the area will now have toj 
abandoned as a large police sta- 
tion will be built there, he sard. 


The single block of land; in 
Duke-st. has been proposed, in 
the past_as a site for an Altona 
North Branch Library. It! is 
adjacent to the car park area 
of a single block on the corer 
of Cherry-ave. and Duke-st. ‘and 
side by side with a single block 
which the Commonwealth owns 
as a site for a police station! (at 
present all blocks are serving as 
Storage and security areas} for 
sewerage works in the area).

Examination of Buildings 
Alleged to be Cracked 
by Blasting 


The Minister for Mines, Mr. J. C. M. Balfour, and 
the State Mining Engineer, Mr. P. E. Clarke, have both 
called for an expert examination of the buildings in 
Altona North alleged to have been cracked by Foot- 


scray City Council’s quarry. 
They have also called for a fuller re- 


port of the Altona Shire Council’s seismic 


survey of the area. 


They say that their own surveys show that the 
blasting has caused little or no shocks in the area 
that would be strong enough to crack the buildings. 


They said the buildings should 
be examined to see if they have 
been competently constructed. 

In a letter to council, Mr. 

Balfour said:— 

“T have to confirm that my 
Department has not obtained 
any evidence by instrumental ob- 
servations of both ground vibra- 
tion and air pulse to support the 
allegations. Further — unknown 
to the quarry operator—an in- 
spector posted on numerous oc- 
casions in Chambers-rd. has not 
detected noise or air blast of 
sufficient intensity to cause un- 
reasonable annoyance. In view 
of these findings, we have been 
unable to give support to the 
claims of residents against in- 
surance companies. 


“Iam unable to comment on 
the apparent conflict between 
the results of your seismic ob- 
servations in Mr. Cuscadden’s 
house and those made by the De- 
partment, in the absence of a re- 
port on your tests. I would men- 
tion, however, that the Depart- 
ment, in assessing the possibility 
of structural damage being 
caused by ground vibrations, has 
conformed to the acceleration 
indices provided in the U.S. 
Bureau of Mines Bulletins No. 
442 to which you refer. These 
criteria are now replaced by the 
limiting criterion of 120 being 
the product of amplitude and 
frequency specified in the re- 
cently published — Australian 
Standard CA23-1967, SAA Explo- 
sives Code. *

The 
Jinw Hendrix Experience is not 
the seven or nine piece group 
that was prominent in the Rock 
era, but a trio that is capable 
of creating a bigger impact than 
any Rock group ever did. 

Likewise another British group 
(The Cream) who have Eric 
Clapton and Ginger Baker— 
enough to take on a complete 
orchestra of musicians. 


To return completely to Rock 
now would be to travel back- 
wards. Admittedly 90% of pop 
music today is trash, but it’s the 
10% of -yeally polished work 
that counts.
